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On June 29, 2010, Pine Drive Telephone Company (Pine Drive) and Qwest Communications 
(Qwest) filed a joint petition for waiver of the study area boundary freeze.1 Pine Drive and Qwest seek a 
waiver of the study area boundary freeze in order to remove certain territories from Qwest’s Colorado 
study area and to add those same territories to Pine Drive’s existing Colorado study area.2

Interested parties may file comments on or before August 26, 2010, and reply comments on or 
before September 10, 2010.  All pleadings are to reference CC Docket No. 96-45.  Comments may be 
filed using the Commission’s Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), or by filing paper copies.3
